That when a minister (bishop or 
evangelist) fails to report to Headquar- 
ters and the State Overseer for three 
months that he be admonished by the 
State Overseer and if he fails to report 
for six months that his license be re- 
voked. 

That the ministry of those failing to 
renew their license within 90 days after 
expiration be revoked. 

That all reference to 
cons” be stricken from 
Minutes. 

That each State Overseer be given the 
privilege to call state or district minis- 
ters’ conferences for the purpose of ar- 
ranging the state or district program,

and adopt plans for carrying out same, it 
being understood that no acts of said 
conference shall conflict with the rules 
of the General Assembly. 

That all ministers having had their 
ministry revoked or restrained for the 
cause of failure to pay tithes, be re- 
quired to show a record of at least six 
months of loyalty in tithing before be- 
ing reinstated to the ministry. 

That the churches refrain from allow- 
ing advertising schemes such as song 
books, fans, pencils and other commod- 
ities as are used by professional advertis- 
ing agents, except when same is under 
the supervision of the local pastor and 
State Overseer, and when such advertis- 
ing is done all money collected must be 
turned over to the local church treasury. 

That the Mission Board be given the 
authority to adjust all irregularities that 
may arise on the mission field. 

That the words “except wedding rings 
in certain foreign countries where social 
laws or customs governing society re- 
quire it,” be stricken from the Min- 
utes. 

Consider ways and means of raising 
funds for the Bible School. 

That a drive be started to secure as 
many as 300 ministers and friends who 
will give $50.00 each on the Bible 
School property at Sevierville, Tennes- 
see, and that the Sunday before Thanks- 
giving be designated as the time in 
which our members and friends will be 
given the privilege of donating the price

F all the gatherings and conven- 

tions, whether religious, political or 
otherwise, there is none other like the 
General Assembly of the Church of 
God, neither indeed can be.

Trusting in the 
same God, pleading the same blood, led 
by the same Holy Ghost, seeking a 
clearer understanding of the blessed old 
Book of books. Therefore, God has never 
failed to meet with us in the person of 
the Holy Ghost to own and bless these

Christian Earnestness 


“Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which we have 
heard, lest at any time we should let 
them slip. For if the word spoken by 
angels was stedfast, and every trans- 
gression and disobedience received a 
just recompence of reward; how shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great salvation; 
which at the first began to be spoken 
by the Lord, and was confirmed unto 
us by them that heard him,” Heb. 2: 
1-3. 

To be “earnest” means “to be seri- 
ous, sober, grave, solemn, temperate.” 

I wonder if people are as _ serious 
about obeying the Word as they were 
when they first heard about this won- 
derful blessing. It is easy to become 
careless and neglect to contend for 
these great truths. God’s Word is sure 
and He will hold us responsible for the 
way in which we receive it. Also those 
who are giving out the Word should be 
sure that they teach it just like they 
should. It means much to direct the peo- 
ple in the right way, and hold up these 
great blessings to the world that come 
to us through the Word of God. God 
will not excuse us if we minify His 
Truth and fail to teach it just like it is. 

This great salvation spoken of here 
in our text includes every blessing that 
God’s Word provides, and at the day of 
rewards every man will be held respon- 
sible for the way he hears and receives 
these special truths. 


Earnestly Contending for the 
Faith 


Beloved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the common sal- 
vation, it was needful for me to write 
unto you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints,” 
Jude 3. 


To “contend” means “to strive in 


opposition or rivalry; to compete; to 
maintain.” 

Jude is here writing to the church 
and insisting on them contending for 
the faith. It is not so much Jude who is 
speaking, but the Holy Ghost within 
him. In his brief letter he treats the 
subject as though apostasy had already 
set in. His thought agrees with Paul’s 
letter to Timothy, also Peter’s letter, 
which plainly teach that apostasy would 
overrule the faith. We see today that 
modernistic ideas are fast prevailing 
among Holy Spirit-filled people. Our 
hearts go out to the precious saints of 
God when we see these spirits working, 
but come on, let us stand for God’s pre- 
cious Word just as it is, teaching the 
people that they can be genuinely born 
again, be sanctified by an application of 
the blood of Jesus, have the old man 
crucified and the sin principle de- 
stroyed, and be filled with the blessed 
Holy Ghost that will lead us into all 
truth. It is truly needful that we take a 
stand for the faith that was once de- 
livered to the saints, and earnestly con- 
tend for it. The great day of the Lord 
is coming and, oh, how we need to have 
these truths planted in the hearts of 
God’s people!

We should 
not trust in human means to the ac- 
complishment of spiritual things, 
neither should we throw them away. 
David needed his sling, Moses his rod, 
Gideon his pitcher, Sampson his jaw- 
bone, Abraham his wood and fire. Those 
who have the Spirit need the Sword of 
the Spirit. too. 

The man who turns away and says, 
“I have no use for the Bible,” is like 
the man who turns his back to the sun 
and says, “I have no need of your light. 
I have can see without you.” 

Jesus did not say, “Ye may be born 
again;” He said, “Ye MUST be born 
again.” It is not optional or a mere 
privilege, without which we may fare 
as well anyway; it is an ABSOLUTE 
NECESSIT Y—that is, if we would en- 
ter the kingdom of heaven. It changes 
darkness into light, delivers from the 
power of Satan unto God, brings out of 
bondage into liberty, from the mists of 
confusion to perfect peace, misery to 
happiness, sinfulness to salvation. 

Eloquence and human ability in 
preaching the Word are always good in 
their place, but their place is second, 
not first. There may be—yes, there are, 
imitations and counterfeits of the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, such as personal 
magnetism, human enthusiasm, the 
spirit of heresy, etc., but there can be 
no substitute for the genuine baptism 
in the Holy Ghost and fire. Other in- 
fluences may work externally or on the 
emotions, and work folks into a hand- 
shaking and profession, but the Holy 
Ghost works conviction in the heart and 
soul and produces actual change. This 
is what the world needs. Let us see that 
they get it.—J. E. Forrest. 


“By Their Fruits Ye Shall 
Know Them” 
Their spot is not the spot of my chil- 


dren. Deut. 32:5. 
There are two spirits. The Spirit of

there are only two classes of people, the 
children of God and the children of the 
devil. 


God and the spirit of the devil. 


The children of God have the like- 
ness of God, and the children of the 
devil have the likeness of the devil. 
Now, since the character of one 
is totally different from the other, 
it seems there would be no _ dif- 
ficulty in distinguishing between the 
two, but it is often quite difficult, for 
the reason that the devil is a deceiver 
and, if you please, an impersonator, and 


he invests his children with this same 
power. 
I saw an impersonator once on the 


stage, in front of a big audience, and 
in course of a couple of hours he trans- 
formed himself from one to another un- 
til he represented about four different 
nationalities, so perfectly that it was 
marvelous to behold. It usually takes 
an expert to tell the difference between 
the real and the counterfeit. There is 
danger, however, of misjudging, and as 
a result much harm may be done, so a 
judging or fault-finding spirit is for- 
bidden in the Word of God. There is a 
way, however, to determine and_ it is 
extremely important to know how. We 
are commanded to try the spirits, and 
unless we do, we ourselves might be 
“led into the error of the wicked.” 
There are many marks of difference, 
pointed out in the Word of God, but 
for me to hunt up all the evidence it 
would make this article too long, so I 
will quote one statement of our Lord’s 
which will put us on the right way, and 
by carefully observing the signboards 
as we proceed, the difficulty will van- 
ish. The quotation referred to is this: 
“Every tree is known by its fruit. Do 
men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles? Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit, but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good 
tree can not bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. Every tree that bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them,” Matt. 7:16- 
20. 


To iliustrate. Suppose I should go to 
California in the springtime, when 
there was no fruit on the trees, and I 
saw a Damson plum tree. I would not 
know what it was, for I have never seen 
one. I might guess that it was a Dam- 
son tree, but if there was no one to con- 
firm it, it would not satisfy me. But 
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you let me keep my eye on that tree for 
a few months, until fruit began to ap- 
pear; I watch it carefully, by and by it 
takes its shape and so far it looks like 
a Damson plum, for I have seen the 
fruit before, but there is some evidence 
lacking, for they have not yet the color 
of a Damson. I observe from time to 
time, until one day I look and there I see 
the beautiful Damson color, I have one 
more test to make and I shall be satis- 
fied. When I have tasted it I reach my 
final conclusion.—J. A. Giddens. 


Filled With the Spirit 

In what sense may a man be filled 
with a spirit? Parallel expressions pre- 
sent no difficulty. Elsewhere we read: 
“They were all filled with wrath;” 
“they were filled with fear;” and “‘were 
filled with madness;” “they were filled 
with indignation;” and “they were 
filled with envy.” When we read that 
men are filled with wrath, fear, envy, 
and such like stormy passions, we un- 
derstand that all their faculties are 
dominated by such forces, and that 
these passions urge them on to ener- 
getic deeds, which fitly express the hold 
such passions possess upon their under- 
standing, wishes and affections. 

Here, then, is the real glory of Pente- 
cost: “They were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit.” The Divine Spirit took 
complete possession, dominating every 
faculty, swaying every power, and us- 
ing every energy, just as He willed. Su- 
pernatural effects immediately fol- 
lowed. Of course they did. Such effects 
were conclusive proofs that the men 
were now possessed by another Spirit 
than their own. The Lord had sudden- 
ly come to His temple! Man was now 
a temple of the Holy Ghost—willingly 
and gladly so. 


“Filled with the Holy Ghost!” Thrice 
blessed Word! Thanks be to God that 
ever the tongues of men were taught 
it! It declares not only that the Lord 
has returned to His temple in the hu- 
man soul, but that He has filled the 
house with His glory; pervaded every 
chamber, every court, by His mani- 
fested presence. 

The expression “filled with the Holy 
Ghost” places before us the human 
spirit restored to its original and high- 
est fellowship.

$2.40 for $4,000.00. 
The Bishops’ Council unanimously 


agreed that a drive be started to double 
the insurance among our ministers, and 
over 500 signed the cards during the 
Assembly to double their insurance. We 
need only about 25 per cent more to 
perfect this plan and double our insur- 
ance. 


Letters and cards have been mailed to 
you ministers individually, and you 
will please let us hear from you as soon 
as it is conveniently possible, as we 
should like to have this plan in effect 
right away. Just as soon as we reach the 
goal we shall notify you of the increase 
of your premium. 


All those who made application for 
insurance during this last drive, which 
ended August 15, will have the privi- 
lege to increase yours to $2,000.00. 
The company advised that we wait on 
issuing your certificate for the $1,000.- 
00 until we hear from you concerning 
doubling your policy, but they assured 
that your policy for $1,000.00 is in ef- 
fect, and in case of death your bene- 
ficiary will receive the $1,000.00. 


Remember, this drive to double our 
insurance requires no medical examina- 
tion, only fill out the cards as in- 
structed by the letter. In event you 
have not received your letter nor signed 
a card already, please write the General 
Secretary at once, who will furnish you 
the needed information. 


Those who have your policy already 
will not be required to give it up but 


will have the privilege of doubling it. 


When this plan to double the insurance 
is in effect all those who take out insur- 
ance with us in the future will be re- 
quired to take the amount of $2,000.00. 
Only the active ministers (bishops and 
evangelists) are eligible for this insur- 
ance. The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company rules that aged ministers, re- 
ceiving compensation from the Church 
fund, are considered inactive, and are 
not entitled to this increased insurance. 
They may, however, retain the policies 
which they now have, but they cannot 
double them.

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MY EXPERIENCE IN THE 
LORD 


When I was fourteen years old I was 
attending a Baptist Sunday School at 
McCloud, Okla. Brother and Sister Hol- 
der was the pastor. My desire was to 
serve the Lord. I wanted salvation but 
it seemed I didn’t know how to get it. 
I was under conviction. My sins ap- 
peared before me. I was a secretary at 
that time in the Baptist church but I 
didn’t belong, so the coming summer 
of 1919 they started a revival under a 
big brush arbor. It was a Missionary 
Baptist revival and they got happy and 
shouted all over the place. I went to the 
altar and that is when I found God. I 
prayed through. When I came home I 
had the devil to fight. My mother used 
to be a Baptist thirty years before I got 
saved and my father was a drunkard 
and when he found out I joined the 
church, oh, how he bemeaned me, but 
I asked the Lord to help me through. 
The next Sunday I was to be baptized. 
My mother didn’t care. She and I went 
in a buggy seven miles to where they 
baptized and I felt like I was ready to 
fly if I only had wings. I went back 
home and the devil was surely after 
me. My father wouldn’t let me go to 
services without a fuss, so one of my 
brothers had pity on me and would go 
with me to Sunday School. I attended 
that until they started a holiness re- 
vival in two miles of our home—ten 
miles north of McCloud, Okla. My 
mother began going to church and fa- 
ther told her if she got that “stuff” 
(the power on her) he would quit her. 
They attended one week and mother 
was so hungry for the Lord until she 
made her way to the altar and the 
Lord wonderfully saved, sanctified and 
baptized her all the same night. She 
came up from there talking in tongues. 
My father put her in a wagon and 
started home with her. She talked all 
the way home. That was in the year 
1920. 


I felt like I needed the baptism so I 
began to seek for it but they closed 
the revival before I got the blessing. In 
1921, seven miles north of McComb, 
Okla., they started a revival and God 
wonderfully baptized me with the sweet 
Holy Ghost. I was keeping company 
with a sinner boy at that time and I 
was ashamed for him to see me in the 
altar so I asked God to baptize me out 
in the corn patch where he couldn’t 
see me, but that wasn’t the Lord’s will. 
I got so hungry I said, “Yes, Lord, just 
anywhere you want to baptize me,” so 
I got down at the altar and God bap- 
tized me. There were a thousand or 
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more people out there. The Lord gave 
me a message in tongues and I deliv- 
ered it and when I found myself I was 
going up one aisle and down the other 
telling them abdut God. My boy friend 
took me home that night and began to 
compel me not to go to church (we 
were engaged at that time). I got 
enough of God in my life that I laid 
all of my sin down and I had to quit 
my boy friend. My father left there 
after the meeting closed and went to 
Clayton, Okla. and it was a rough 
country. They didn’t know God there 
and my mother and I were the only two 
who were saved. I had five brothers and 
four sisters. God called mother to 
preach. ; 


We started a little prayer meeting at 
a pine schoolhouse and people got in- 
terested in church and fifteen got. saved. 
The landlady received the Holy Ghost 
and donated a house for a church on her 
place. We worshipped the Lord there 
and in the revival I got acquainted with 
my husband. Both of us had the bap- 
tism so we went together a short~time 
and were married. We _ had another 
worker and he surely made a __ soldier 
for the Lord. We attended all the re- 
vivals and would go on the mountain 
and pray for God to bless us in our 
work. That was the happiest time of my 
life—in the year 1925. We had two 
children born to us. That was the year 
the Lord called me. 

One morning we went up on the 
mountain and began praying and the 
Lord began blessing, so He gave me the 
24th chapter of Saint Matthew. I took 
it as the Lord gave it to me. We were 
having a revival in our front yard. 
Brother Lee and Sister Lucy Green were 
conducting the revival at that time but 
they gave place for me to deliver the 
message and a young boy got saved 
(my brother-in-law afterwards). After 
that we decided to go out in evangelis- 
tic work. The Lord blessed us in every 
way. We held revivals at different 
places. We stayed three years in the 
work and decided the children had to 
go to school, so we came back to Clay- 
ton, Okla., bought a place, _ settled 
down, and started the children to 
school. My husband was burdened for 
souls that were in sin. He was really 
close to God. 

They had a meeting at South Mc- 
Alester, so we decided to go but the 
Lord revealed to him that he wouldn’t 
be here long. The night before we 
planned to go to church he told me 
that I would have to go through the 
trials alone in this world. I didn’t know 
what he had reference to at’ that time 
but the Lord has made me to know it 
since. Then he said after we started to 
church that he would be glad when 
God got through with him as he was 
tired and wanted to go home. He began 
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singing one verse of a song, “There is 
a way that seemeth right but the end 
of the way is death.” It wasn’t over 
thirty minutes until he was knocked off 
a truck. He lived thirty-three hours 
and passed out to meet his Savior. He 
told me on his death bed that whatever 
I did to serve the Lord and I could see 
him again. I tell you that is when my 
soul longed for His coming. I thought 
it was more than I could bear. I was 
left with three children; the baby boy 
was only six months old, the girls sev- 
en and eight years. Oh, how I wished it 
could have been me instead, but Jesus 
knows best. : 

This is where my trials started. I 
left there after I put my companion 
away, and came to Anadarko, Okla., to 
my sisters. I didn’t have anything and 
had no money. I got my hand broken in 
the wreck in which my husband got 
killed so I looked at financial affairs 
and didn’t obey the Lord. I attended 
services and it seemed I would choke 
to death. 


I became acquainted with a sinner 
man and looked at the financial side and 
there is where I disobeyed God. I got 
married soon, quit going to church. 
The calling of God went from me and 
I was afflicted in many ways. I soon 
found myself in sin. I was afflicted 
with appendicitis and had to go to the 
hospital for poison of the kidneys. I 
got over that but we lost our home, got 
everything burned up. We left and 
went to Keechi, Tex., and there we 
lost our little girl. I had two children 
by my last husband. The climate here 
was low and I had two hemorrhages of 
the lungs. The doctor said I had con- 
tracted T. B. and I would die if I 
didn’t get out of that low climate. He 
gave me up and I began to think of 
the six years I had just wasted and 
didn’t serve the Lord. I began to ask 
God to save my soul and it seemed like 
1 couldn’t pray and I knew I was go- 
ing to die. 

During my illness I was stricken with 
paralysis until I couldn’t walk. My 
weight which had been 240 pounds 
went down to only 140 pounds. I was 
uneasy about myself, so I fell on my 
knees and asked God to deliver me out 
of that place and He did. He put it in 
the hearts of the charity workers to pay 
my way back to Anadarko, Okla., so I 
landed back here Dec. 15, 1937. I be- 
gan going to church where Brother 
Wright was pastor. People in this coun- 
try knew what a condition I was in. I 
went to the altar and God took me back 
and when He did He healed me of T. 
B. I couldn’t talk above a whisper and 
I couldn’t walk anywhere. When God 
healed me I soon found I could praise 
the Lord, sing and shout, so I praise the 
Lord for salvation that can make you 
love everybody, even your enemies. I 
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didn’t have anyone to help me serve 
the Lord. I have two girls now four- 
teen and sixteen years of age and two 
boys seven and five years of age. I be- 
gan to ask God to save the girls. 
Brother and Sister Rogers started a 
meeting here two weeks ago and God 
saved both of the girls and last night 
He baptized the fourteen-year-old girl 
and the other one is seeking the bap- 
tism. I feel like God has given me some- 
one to help serve the Lord. We 
praise the Lord for His great good- 
ness and healing power. I tell you, 
it doesn’t pay to turn back. You have to 
suffer so much loss and then you 
haven’t gained in the Lord, so this 
might be a good warning to someone 
who is turning the Lord away and 
trampling His mercy under his feet. 

Pray for me and my family that we 
will stay in the center of God’s will.

I prayed and prayed and my _ boy 
prayed (he has the Holy Ghost, too), 
but we just couldn’t get a _ prayer 
through seemingly. Unbelievers criti- 
cized and asked, ‘““What are you doing 
for that cough?” and said, “It is dan- 
gerous to let a cough hang on,” but 
never did they say, “If you are trusting 
God to heal, I’ll help you pray.”

of one day’s wages. 


That a special day (Easter Sunday) 
be set apart as Orphanage day, and that 
a special offering be taken to pay for 
the new orphanage building in Cleve- 
land, Tennessee. Also, that each depart- 
ment of the local church—Y. P. E., 
Sunday School and L. W. W. B.—put 
on a special drive four weeks previous 
to the special day, using their own 
method of raising funds for said offer- 
ing. 

That paragraph two, page 139, Min- 
utes of the 32nd Annual Assembly, be 
amended to read “provided they are 
otherwise qualified.” 

That if the defendant minister is dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the State 
Board, he may appeal his case, within 
ten days, to the General Overseer, who, 
with the assistance of the Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseer and General Secretary, 
may appoint a board to re-hear the case, 
if in their judgment the case merits a 
new trial. The defendant may, with 
consent of the State Overseer, waive 
trial by the State Board appointed by 
the General Overseer, in which case 
there shall be no appeal. 


That the following words: “Except 
in cases of emergency” be added to the 
Sth paragraph on page 155, also, the 
word “assembly” next to the last word 
in the same paragraph. 


That all rulings concerning aged min- 
isters be revised to read as follows: 


The creation of a fund for the bene- 
fit of disabled aged ministers, and all 
ministers whose remuneration from ail 
sources equals $50.00 or more per month 
pay one per cent on his income and for- 
ward to the Church of God General 
Secretary and Treasurer at the end of 
each month, with his monthly report 
and that the pastor of each local church 
set apart one day annually in honor of 
aged ministers for the purpose of rais- 
ing not less than ten cents per member 
of his entire membership, and that bene- 
factors include this fund in their will. 
Said receipts to be forwarded to the 
above named secretary for the purpose 
of further increasing the above named 
fund. 

That the beneficiaries of said fund 
shall be above the age of 60 and disabled 
for ministerial service, and shall have 
been in active service in the Church of 
God for a period of at least fifteen 
years of unbroken service. No minister 
shall be considered eligible to receive 
anything from the aged ministers’ fund 
who has not contributed to same, ac- 
cording to the rules of the Assembly. 

All applicants for pension, together 
with those who are now receiving pen- 
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sions, shall be investigated by the State 
Board of the state where they reside. 
The findings of the State Board, to- 
gether with the application of the can- 
didates shall be passed upon by the 
Council of Twelve. Said Council shall 
determine the pension allotment which 
shall be governed by the service ren- 
dered, and money available. 

That accrediting of the Bible School 
be left in the hands of the Board of Di- 
rectors and the Council of Twelve. 


Inasmuch as the General Assembly 
has from time to time endeavored to 
set forth the best system of paying and 
distributing tithes, and since some minor 
changes have been a bit confusing, we 
recommend that all past rulings under 
the tithing system be made to conform 
to the following: 

All members of the Church of God 
should pay tithes. Laymen,  exhorters 
and deacons are to pay into the. local 
church treasury where their member- 
ship is. Licensed and ordained minis- 
ters shall pay tithes on their net income 
from all sources, other than the minis- 
try, into the treasury of the local 
church where their membership is, how- 
ever, their tithes of net offerings shall 
be sent with their monthly report to 
the General Secretary and Treasurer. 

Local church treasurers shall send 
10 per cent of all tithes paid into the 
treasury to the General Secretary and 


Treasurer, Cleveland, Tennessee, with 
their monthly report and an _ equal 
amount to their State Overseer with 
monthly report. The remainder shall 
be for the support of the pastor, 
not to exceed $200.00 per month. 


Should there be a surplus over and above 
the amount of $200.00 per month, and 
the pastor having considerable minis- 
terial expense may be granted an addi- 
tional allowance not to exceed $15.00 
per week, to meet same. The distribu- 
tion of the remaining surplus shall be in 
the hands of the State Overseer and the 
local church. 

State Overseers receiving above 
$200.00 net per month of tithes and 
offerings shall send surplus to the State 
Mission Treasurer to be used by the 
State Board in promoting the work in 
their respective state. 

The distribution of the tithes sent to 
headquarters shall be in the hands of 
the General Overseer and the Council 
of Twelve. 

That the 8th paragraph on page 144 
of our Minutes, under the heading of 
“Members” be stricken. 

That the date of the Assembly be set 
between the first and fifteenth of Oc- 
tober. 

That the third paragraph on page 142 
be amended to read as follows: ‘The 
Overseers of states be paid the amount 
of tithes due them, including the fol- 
lowing Sunday after the Assembly 
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closes, and that pastors be paid up to and 
including the same.” 

The time of the week and place of 
the Assembly be left in the hands of the 
Assembly Arrangements Committee. 

That the Music Editor be selected by 
the Editor and Publisher and the Pub- 
lishing Interest Committee. 

That 50 per cent of all mission offer- 
ings raised in district conventions be 
placed in the state mission work. 

That the states too small to district 
be permitted to use 50 per cent of their 
state convention mission offerings for 
the state mission work.

Harvesters Needed 


“There stood a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, saying, Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us,” Acts 16:9. In 
these days of hardship our hearts often 
turn to the thought of missions. When 
we think of missionary work, our minds 
go to some far-off country where 
dwells the yellow man or the black man. 
Our hearts go out to these poor people 
and we wish fervently to help them. We 
are not all able to go there and carry 
the gospel light, but let us look nearer 
home for a man, woman, or child who 
has never heard of the “Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the world.” 


Let me call your attention to a mis- 
sionary field whose need can never be 
overestimated. I speak of the great scope 
of territory, nearly one-third of the 
United States, that lies north of the 
Mason-Dixon line and west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. In this country we have 
very few churches, comparatively speak- 
ing, and not enough workers to ade- 
quately furnish the people with the gos- 
pel. From many towns we hear the call, 
“Come, bring us the gospel” but 
through the lack of finance and earn- 
est, God-sent workers we are unable to 
reach them. Here the worker who un- 
dertakes to open a new field meets 
many difficulties not common in the 
South and East. We are very fortunate 
if we may start a tent meeting before 
the 15th of June and ordinarily we 
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must close by the 15th of September 
because of the cold nights. The winds 
that sweep these states are very de- 
structive to a tent. Our great need is a 
portable tabernacle in which we can 
have meetings all the year. 

Brothers and sisters, when you pray 
for the mission fields, ask God what He 
would have you to do about this. Our 
churches as yet are so few that the mis- 
sion fund is not able to help much in 
opening new fields.

Again we ask that you 
pray and help us do something about 
this. Also here are several Indian reser- 
vations. Many of these have never, to 
my knowledge, been visited by 2 Church 
of God worker. If ever there were a 
people needing and deserving a mission- 
ary attitude toward their work, it is the 
Indians. If God is speaking to you 
about this place, write someone in au- 
thority who knows the conditions. We 
are looking forward, with your help, to 
a great year in the Northwest, knowing
